”BasP Hospi tal 10 was taken over from t^e Army 'Hecember 
Its construction is tKe standard Army wooden type for forward 
areas with connecting corridors. Since it was taken over the insides 
of the buildings have been lined with canlte and asbestos boarding and 
a gas heating system installed. The mess halTs and (rpiTevs have been 
remodelled by putting in concrete decks and electrical eaulpment; md 
a garage motor shop and tennis courts have been built, Tn addition 
an 8" tin fence has been put around tb^ grounds, I’be hospital has a 
very neat and well kept appearance and Is considered excellently
